saw no reasin why we should not adhere to 
the ofiginal plan;- which stiewod tho drainage 
being’ taken into the eewer in the Quoun’s

If-the-drains are laid in this' manner we 
can ‘only get a total fall of about 3 feet in 
& length of 500 feot, which is wo think: too 
flata gradient. At the time we seuit this
